SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


This untitled 35mm colour photographic negative strip is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is based on the fact that the publication is considered to tend to 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The negative strip 
contains four images. They depict a female drinking from a wine glass, and holding 
some kind of fabric in her mouth while continuing to hold the wine glass. In the 
submission received from the counsel for the defendant, it is stated that the glass 
contains urine. 

It is considered that the intent of the images is to sexually arouse the viewer. The 
female is semi-naked in all of the images, with her breasts and genitals exposed. She 
poses in a sexualised manner, for example by placing her hands around her genitals 
in order to draw attention to them. Her attire, in particular her stockings and 
suspender belt, has sexual connotations. The publication tends to support the use of 
urine in association with sexual conduct, because it depicts a female using urine in 
such a manner as to make such use appealing to the viewer. 

The right to freedom of information set out in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this publication, because it has been 
determined that s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
applies. Section 3(2) provisions are inconsistent with and override si 4 of the NZBR 
Act. 
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
